Of the Figure wd Mothn of ike Earthy 
the different fyfiemt of the Univerfo^ 
the Planets^ Comets^ and Jix^d Starts 

THE earth wa« long confidered b« nn extmfiire pbin of 
unknown thickness beneath which wat the aliDde' of thf 
fpii its of tho dead-^he rey^iont of £iy fuim and TaitofUii Tilt 
Jteaveni, in whic^h 'the Sun, Moon, and St^ f ppe ai o d |o 
move daily from jf^sSi to wed, were conceived tM he at M 
great diflance from it, and to be only defigaed for ki iife aa4 
ornament. More attentive obCervation* bowevefji bf(m ftow^ 
ed that the earth was of a globular figure. Tbui» wheit % 
ihip fails on the fea, the tops of the malts 6rft becooie vi04t 
at a diflance ; the felting fuii may be diftinOty feen from the 
lop of a hill when it appears to thofe bdow to have faii^ 
beneath (he horizon ; ana the (hadow of the evth itt a hmar 
ecltpfe is of a ctrcubr fk^e. But it is needleft to infift M 
theie proofs, fince the frequent voyage* of difie^tut oavigalofi 
round the wurld, fronx the time of Mni^lkatM, or Mogclim, 
whofc (hip fiHl circuuinavigaled the gk>l>e between the yeai% 
1519 and 152*2» he himfelf being killod attheI^roneliUndi» 
to that of (lie repeated voyages olCapiiain Cook^^ have demorw 
flrated the figure of the earUi ta be globular beyoad tbe poffi- 
bility of a doubt. 

The fphcrical figure of the earth being admitted, its motion 
became much more probable froni tbe very oaixire of its formi 
and beiideSj a vi^ry iirong, and iu lad unanfwerablc. argumenl 
for that motion was derived f(om conildering, that if Uie earth 
did ncit move ro ind the hin^ not only the ka\, but all the pla-r 
nets and ftars, muii move round the earth. Now as astrono- 
mers, by calculations founded on the principles of gooaietrv^ 
•re able to ascertain very nearly the du taaces of theheavenbr

For, as that ?uminary feemt 
to niive a, diurnal motion round cur earth, which is really oov 
faifi^ied by Uie daily Inotion of the earth roQnd its own axiiw 
wbl In the toUrfe or a year; he feeins to have ah annual motioa 
In the heavens^ and to rife atkl (et in different points of them ; 
Irluch Is fealhr oocafioned by the annual motion of the earth in 
fy bribit brpam IbtM the futi, which it completes in tlie fpace 
"'^ a year: Now, as to the fiift of t!:efie^ motions we owe tlit 
i mllerence of day and night, foto the fecond weareindebt* 
for tfie (fiffefence in the length of the days and nights, and iQ 
sfeafonsoftheyear. 

.,DirPSaKMt SYSTEMS OP THB VNIVERSK.] TkuhM, tht 

MB^aft. who, about 600 years before Chrift, firft taught 
kftrbnomy in Greece, had made a fufticient progrefs in Uiii 
Kienceto calcubile cclipfes, or interpofitions of the moon Le« 
tWcen the earth and the fun, or of the earth between the full 
lihd the ibooli. PyfkaeeraSf a native of Samos, flourift'ed 
kbbdt fifty years afteir jiaits, ah<l was, no doubt, equally well 
Ibtjuainted with the motion of the heavenly bodies. ^<— He 
tbiK:elved an Idea, whii h there is no reafon to believe had 
fii^r beeh fuggefied before, namely, that the earth itfelf wai 
111 lilbUbH; ittd thit thb tim wan at reft; He found that it waa 

impciliblc| 




iinpoffible, m nnj other wijr, (xxexphui cc ufifaptf y AeliiM||P 
ly motions. His fydem, however, wai lb e xtr e m el y 9g^ 
]K)(ite to all the prejudices of fenfe tnd opinioii, that it nerc^ 
made i^rcat progrefs, nor was ever widely difuled in thf 
ancient world. The phlloTophert of anttqiiity, despatriMr o^ 
bcin^ able to overcome ignorance by reai^# endeavourea tf 
adapt the one to the other, and in (ome mcffure to reooocSf 
them. PtoioHfv, an Cgyptifin philofbphef, who fleuriflied isi 
years before Corift, fuppofed with the vulgar/ that the eart^ 
wwi fixed immovably m the centre of the univerfe/ land thai 
tlie ftiven planets, confidertng the moon at one ,of the prn 
jnaries were placed near to it Abo^ theem he'plaoed th^ 
firmament of nxed (lart, then the cryfiillin^ orfai» tbMi U^ 
primum mobile, and, laft pf all, the ecilii^ mpyreiiiii,' olr 
heaven of Iieaveni . ' All thele vatt orbi he ina|juied to mj»^ 
round thp ^aAh once in twenty-four bouni» iuid Mfojm^ 
form other revulutiont round it, in certain ftal^ aod ■afiniiicii 
|imef. . To account for thefiel motions, he 'waa oUkedi ti^ 
conceive ^ number of circles, called eccentrics and epicycleiL 
crolsing and interfering with e^h other/ This IVlMai we| 
univerUlly maintained by the iperipatetic pntlofep o ers»' yfkf 
were the nod conpderable fea in Europe, from the ttOM 
of Ftoiomy to the revival of learning in the 'fixteenth centuiy. 

At length, Copermau, a native of roland, a bold and ofrigind 
genius, adopted ihe Pythagorean or true fynemuftheumver^ 
and publiihcd it to the wond in the year |543. This dodri 
had remained fe long in pbfcurity, that the reftorer of 
was coniidered fts the inventor,- and the fyftein otstain 
fhe name of the Copernican Philofophy, though ody fiN 
rived by that great man. 

But Europe was dill immerfed in ignoraitce, und C^pendem 
had many opponents. Tycho Brake, in particular, a imM( 
Dane, fcnfibic .of the dded^ of the Ptolemaic fyftew, hut 
unwilling to acknowledge the motion of the earth, endai 
voured, about the year J 586, to eftabli^i a new -Mefli eF 
bin own, which was ftill more perplexed nd eimifaiAef 
thun that of FtoUn^. It allows a monthly motion lo tkf 
jooon round the earthy as the centre of Us orbitj andioake^ 



flie fiin t» be the centre i»f the orbitf of Mercury. Ve nti^ 
iMars, Jupiter, and Sotiirn, The fun, liowcver, wiih all the 
plaikcts, IS fup|>6led to be ¥/hitk*i round the eiiitli in a ^tar, 
and even once in the twenljr-fcur hours. This l>lUm, 
Jioth with Handing its al)rurdits nr«et with many adv<icate% 
Lonzoittotitanun, and others to fer refined upon it» as to alinifc 
U>e diurnal motion of the earth, thou|;h they infified that it had 
BO annual motion. 

About thift time, after a darkniTs of many ages, the first 
dawn oi learning and taste began to a}>p('air in Europe, 
l^earned men in diffvrei>t countries began to cultivate ultro* 
nomy. Cnlilto, a Florentine, about the year l(>10, introduced 
the ufe of lekTrtjpc!*, uhich affnrdid new ai'.iinK-nts in <up« 
p<)rt of the nK4i<»n of the farth, and conHrn.cd the old ones. 
The lury and bipitry .of the clergy, indeed, had almost 
DiDed the fcicnce in its infancy ; and GaiiUo wa« obliged to 
renounce i}\v C< j.ernican l^Iicm, a^ a damnable heref>' The 
happy reformation in reIi>;ion, however, placcil a great part 
of Europe bryc >nd the reach of the papal tliundcr. it tjught 
m.mkhid that liie Scriptures were not given for explaining 
fyflems of natural j)hilofopi'iy, but for a much nobler pur- 
pole, -^o reiKler u<; just, virtuous, and iiumane; that, iniiead 
cf oppofing the word of God, which, in fpeaking of natural 
things fuits iifelt to the prejudicxfs of weak mort4.Is wt 
employed our faculties in a manner highly agreeable to our 
Mnlcer, in tracing the nature of his vvork«, whi<h, the mi re 
they are coiifidered, afford u< tlie greater reofbn to ndm ire his 
gioriou^iTtiributes of poiver, wis<lom, and goodneis.. I mm 
thi* time, tluTefore, noble discoveries were made in all ihe 
Iranclivii ol ttflronomy. Not onh ihe motions of the I'.'nv* n- 
]y bodie-i were clearly c>i|>la»i»e<:I, bat the [^cnfr.i? la'.v of 
nature, according to v^hrcli lluy niovetl, waa »ii t(»viii':' ;"..d 
illuliratcd by the immortal Xcuion Ti.i< l-vv U called (tn*

the Ycar 1781. •*- For tins disco\<«ry he f tc ci rc d frott 
the Koyal Society the honorary recompenfe oil Sir Gaffr^ 
Cnpltj/i niedal. Though the Georgium Sidus was not till 
then known as a planet, there are many realoM to fiippolb it 
had been feen before, but had been confidered as a fisted Aar* 
Bii tVom the tliadiiiessof it« li^t, from it« diameter being inrres- 
icd by high ma^^nif'ying powers and from the cbaitfe ha had 
obierved in its (ituatioQ, Or. Jler/chit fih! coactuded it waa 
a comet ; but in little time ho, with others, determiotd theft 
ft wa.4 a planet, from its vicinitj^ to the ecliptic, the direAiop 
of its motion, and its being Aationar^ in. tlie tiiae amI im 
fuc'h circum (lances ax correspond with fimilar appearanccft 
in other planets. When the moon is abfent, it may W fefs 
by the naked eye; and the discovery of ^x lateUites atloid*

1 he maj^nitutles, annual periods, and mean dtstanctt froMI 
the fun, of tbe feveral planets, arc given in flie hMo h£» 
jofned.

If tiie diftance of the earth from the fun be fimpofed 
to be divided into ten parts, the dislanoe of Meiotfjf 
will be four fuch parts that of Venas leveo. that of Mtit 
fifteen, that of Jupiter fiity-two, that of Saturn iiiiiety-fiv«^ 
am) that of the Georgium Sidus one hundred aod niae^.

Of all tiie comets, the periods of three only are knowo 
with any degree ot certainty, being (bund to return at inter-* 
vaJKofTd, 129* and 575 yi-ars ; and of thefe. that whadl 
ap;)eared in IGSO is the mod remarkable. This comet aC 
its groat(t(i dillanie^ is abojt 1 1/200 mdlions of miles hrom tii6 
(u<), while its Icaii diAanre from the centre of the fiin is about 
49(),()iX) miles ; bi'in|^ Icfs tlian one third part cf the fun's le» 
niiJiamctcr from his fuiface. In that part of its orbit which ii 
n^'aretl the fun, it tlies with the ama/.ing velocity of 880,0(X> 
milii in an hour; and the fun, a^ f.:en Irom it, appears IM 
degrees in breadth, coafcquently 40,000 times as large ai 
he appears to us. The altonifhing di(lance that this comet 
runs out into empty (pace naturally fuggeOs to our imagine* 
tion the vali diiiai.re between our fun and the neared of tlM 
fixcJ ftar<:, of whofe attractions all the comets ttuxil keep dear^ 
to rc(urn peritxlicalty and go round the fun. 

The fixed stars.] Having thu^ briefly (iirveyed the folar 
fyflem, which, though great in ilfelf, is fmall in comparifon 
with the iinmenl?ty of the univerfe, we next proceed to th« 
contemplation of thofe other va« t bodies called the Futd Starg^ 
Thelc are diliinguiflic^ by the naked eye from the planets, bf 
being le(s bright and luinmous, and by contii^ually exhibiting 
tliat appearance which we call the twinkling of the lluu

Thv first obfervers of the heavens in the ratly ages of 
||ie world, divided the Hars into liiAcreiU ad'cmblagef or coa* 
feitatitms, each ot which thev i'uppuA'd to icpxefer.i the image 
#f fome animal or uihi!r lerir Ariol objt^ct. Tlicle conilclUtiona 
have, in general, prefervc-d 4lie naoies which were given ihcm 
ky the amtonls, by whom thev were reckoned Iweniy-ono 
m0rihar9^ and livclve.aottfAnfi; out ihe Ri(KleriishaveiiH*reat<d 
the nuqiber ot the nothern to thirty4iK, and that of (he Aaithera 
|o Ihirtv.lwo* Befides thcfe, there aie the twelve figtu or 
^onOelmlions of the Zodiac, as it ii called from Ihe vsoni luii* 
mid ; becaufe almost all IheAs- figns reprefent fome animal. 

As to ihc number of the fvaed liars, though, in a clear wii^ 
ter^s ai^^ht without imionihine, they teem !«> I>e innumerablo 
{which is owing to iheir iUong fparkling. and our looking at 
ahem in a conluled manner), vcl when Ihe whole firmautent 
is divided into oonnellaliunfl, the number that can at any limo 
be leen with Ihe naked e>e is above a llMHilard. Since the in* 
mention of u4esct)pes, hideed, the number ot the fixed (l:ir)» has 
l>ern juflly coiid«red as imtucnce ; beeuufe, the grealer per- 
fection we arrive al in our^latft^s the more (lurs alway<i ap}»ear 
lu us.

Indeed the iransonfiiy of the univerfe muft contain fiicb num* 
bers at woul.l exceed the utniofi firvtch of (he huaMn ima* 
gi nation ; for who can f .y ho^v far tho univerie extends, or 
point out thofe liaiit<i where the Creator ^* tiaved his rapiil 
wheel%*' or where he " fixed ihe ;;olden compares J "^ 

l*he immence difiance of the* fixt-d flars from our earth, and 
from each other, U, ofall cmiruleration^, the mofi proper hi 
raifing our ideas of the works of God. For, imtwiihAaaditig 
tlie great extent of the earth's orbit or path (which is at leaft 
190 millions of miles in diameter) round the fun, the diAance 
of a fixed Ibr i* not fi*nfibly afl^cded by it ; i'o thai tl^ ftar 
does not appear to he any nearer to us when ti;e earth is in 
that part of iif> orbii nearefi the liar, than it (eemed t«> b« 
when the earth wa?* at the mofl difiant jnrt of i:, oc 190 miU 
lions of mile< idnUfV remove:! from th(^ fiimc liar. The fiar 
iieareft u*, ard co".f*'<Ju*ntly the l:ir;;ert in apf>earance, is ihm 
do^^-flar, <*r Siriuf. Modejn clilcoveries make it p'oSable, 
that of Uiofe fixed A'trs is a fun, havin;; pLincis and comeKre* 
volving round it, as fiur ftm has the earth ami oilier pUiv.*t^ re«» 
volvint; round him. Now ihe dog-fijr appear^ UlJOlOf^ 
tinier Icfs tuan tlie fun: and, as the di(laiu;e of tJie ft>rt 
mufl he greater in proportion a< tliey (bem lel^, matlieioati* 
ciuns have computed the diflance of birius tiom us to tr tw# 
biilicni and two hundred thoufand miliums ot miles. A raj oT 
light, therefore, tlniugb its motioi^ is lb quick aa to hf vfHtk^ 
monly thought inHantanoous, takei up more tlmi; in traveling 
from the (tars to us, than we do in makiitg a \Ve(i-India 
voyage. A loondf which, ivcxt to li^ht, is coalidcred as the 
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Jl^** Wjf w© are •cqutinted with, wmU not arrive to m 
mm ihmce in 50,000 j'cari^ And a cannon ball, fiy'wor at 
the rate of 480 miles an hour, would not reach us in 700 000 
jcars. 

The Harp, being at fuch immence diflances fr^m the fun, 
cannot fofhhly receive fromhiBifoftronga li^hlas ihey feein to 
fcare, ror an^r brightnefs fufficitrnt lo make ihtm vilib'le to us. 
For the fun's ra) « mufl be fo fcalit red and uiffipaied Ulorc 
Ulejr reach hich remote objcas, that tlie)r can never be trans- 
niHed hack to our eyes, lo as to render ti.ofe objeds \ifible 
Ibjr reiexion. The fiars, ihercfore, Ibine vith their own 
native and unborri^wcd luftre. as the fun does ; and fince 
each particular flar, as well as the fun, is confined to a parti- 
cular portion of fpace, il is evident tlial the ftars are of tlie 
fame nature with the fun. 

It is (ar from probable. that the Almightr, who always 
m£it with infinite wifdom, and does nothing 'in vain, flioiild 
create fo many glorious luns, f.i for lb nvjny important pur- 
poles, and place them at luch didances trom each other, 
without proper objefts near enough to b« benefited by their 
iojSiiencef. Wlioever imagines that Ihey were created only 
to give hasii glimmering light to tlie iniiabiiants ol this globe, 
nuulhave a very luperficial knowledge of alhonomy, nnd a 
«Man Opinii n of the divine -i^isdom ; fincc, by an infinitely 
Ml exertion of creating j>nwer, the Deity crHild have ^'iven 
•Hr earth much more ligl.t by ono fmgle additional moon. 

Inftead then of one fun and one Horld only, in the univerfe, 
fts the unskilful in afironomy imagine, that lci«nce discovers 
Id us fach ap incoiKreivable number of funs, fvftems, and 
worlds, disperfed ihfough boumlleln fpace, that if our fun, 
with all the planet^, moons, and comets belonging lo it, 
were tniiihilated, they would be no more miilcdby an eye 
that coutd tflke in tjie whole creation, than a grain of fand 
from the fei^-(hore ; the fpace they polfcfs being com para* 
tirety fo fmal), that it would fcarcely be a fenlible blank 
III the univerfe, although tlie Georgium Sidus, the outermost 
^Tour Planets, revolves about the lun in an orbit of 10,830 
of mUe^ iu circumlercuce, and fome of our coinete 
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mite excurfioiM itpwardt ef (en tboufuid oiilliant of nii^f 
beyond the orbit of tiie Gforgium S'uiu* ; and yai, tt thai 
•making di^ance, they are incumparaLle marcr in the ium 
than to any oi' the liars •< it evKient from iheir keeping clear 
of the attiacling powei oi all t^ie liars, and returning f^s'm» 
dic.Jly, by vi*^tue ot the fun's attra^ion. 

From i^hat we Lno«v of our Own fyftem* it may be leafiNi* 
ably conc'litded that a 1 the ivd are i%ith <*qual wiidom contri^ 
ved, fituated, and provided with accommodaiionfl for latiooat 
Inhabitants. For although tliere ix an almotV infinite vahety 
in the parts of the creation which we have op{)ortunitiet of 
examining, vet therein a general analogy running through and 
conne^in^', all the part<t int<' one fi heme, one <leiign, oiic whole* ' 

Suici* t!ie fixed are p<<Kligiou« ipheres of hr^, like our 
fun, and at ii)C«i)iceivable (Uilames trom each odier at weQ 
as from un, it is rcafonabte t» conclude they arc made for

npHIS Settlement is at the mwt Southern wtremitj of 
JL Africa, extending about 550 mile« in length, trom we<t 
to eastf and' S 15 in breadth trom f'Kith to north. It lies 
bet^reen SO and S4 and a halt* degrees of fcxith latitude, nnd 
IS and 2d of east longitude, and is devidrd into tixdiHiiols i 
the Cape di(lri6t ; that of Stc'llenbo^ch and Drak(>r>i^(rc'n ; tliat 
of Zwellend^m ; that of Graaff* Rennet ; that ot Uitcnha^p ; 
«nd thai of Tulbagh. 

Of this extcntive territory, (*) a very great portion 
may be corfidcred as an unprofitable waste, unfit tor any 
lort of culture, or even to be employed as pasture for 
the fupport of cattle. Level plains, confi^tiMf; of a hard 
impenetrable (urface of clay, tlunly fprinkled over with 
cryQaliaed (and, condemned to perpetual drought, and 
pnxluciiig only a few ibaggling lufts of acrid, (aline, and 
lilcculent plants, and chains of vast mountains that are either 
totally naked, or clothed in parts with four grafTes onlv, or fidt 

Cants as are noxious to animal life, compote at least one* 
Af of the colony of the Cape. Two of thefc chains of 
mountains, rall<d the Zwarte Berg, or Black Mountain, and 
the Nemvcldi Gchtrt^e, inclofe together the great Karroo, or 
diy defert, extending nearly 300 miles in length, and 80 
in breadth, and uninhabited by any human creature. Behind 
the town called Capi^town, are the mountains callt d the 
Table Mountain, the Devil's Mountain, the Lion's Head, and 
the Lions Back. The Table Mountain is a fhipendous maft 
of naked rock, the Dfirih front of which, dire^^ly facing the 
town, is a horizontal line, or very nearly fo, about two miles 
in length. The bold face that rifes almost at right angles to 
meet this line has the appearance of th« ruined walls of fonic

It has been ufual with the Ekitcfa to confider thie 
year as confiding of two periods, called the goad and the 
bad mouliion; but as Ibefe are neiither regular in their 
returns, nor certain in their continuance^ the davifioft 
into four feafons, as in Europe, app^rs to be mere proper* 
The Iprinff, reckoned from die beginning of September to thai 
of December, is the mod agreeable lei^fon | ^le (ummer^ 
iVom December to March, is the hotted i the autumn, ffoot 
March to June, is variable weather, generally fine, and Umi 
latter part very pleafant ; the winter, fiam June to S ep teai 
ber» though in general pleafmit, it frequi*ntlv very doraiv, 
rainy, and cold. The two mod powerful wines are the norto» 
weit. and fouth-ead ; the fird generally commences towardi 
4he end of May, and blows occaSonallv till the end of Augud^ 
and foroetimes through the month of September. The 
fuuth-ead predominates the reft of the year* and whan th0 
cloud fliews itielf on the mountain, lometiniet blowt ut 
fqunIN with great violence. The kind of com generallv o^ 
4ivatcd in this country is wheat, which richly repays the labmir 
.ot the hustiaiidman. BarJc/ aed ry9 are likewile growi^ 
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Ibrwer of which h prcfmrd to ontu fm feBcting horUi^ 
Tlie natural pnxlikiious of the Cnpe, are perhaps mure 
tiunicirou«« rutted, ar.d elegant, th«m on any oilier fpot 
tif equal <atctu in the whole world. Few countriei can 
bcAifl of ib great a variely of bulbous rooted plonts as 
Smdhmm Africa. — Mofl of the European, and feveral 
of die Iropieal Iruit^ have been intionuccil h.to the coionj^ 
•mI cultivated with fuccef*. In every monili of thi* year the 
tafalemay be firuilhed with at kaft ten difti Tint fort^ of fiuit, 
green and dry. The market is jrkcwife tolerably well (applied 
with QKift <if ihe European vegelablei for the table, f oni the 
fimus that lie fcntti-red about the cadern Cide o( the colony^ 
in number al>out forty or filly. On (<>me of thcTe tarmii are 
Tbe^ardft alio of a>n(iderabk extent, producing, belide* the 
liipply of the market with green and ripe gnipei*, and prepared 
nu'fius About feven hundred leaguers or pipes of wine a yeaf« 
caL'h containing 154 gallons. Of thefe, (rom titty to a hun- 
dred confifl ox a fweet luscious wine, well known in Enrlaud 
Ijy the nanie of Conflaniia, the produce of two farms lyiag 
CHi(e under the mountainit, about mid- way between the two 
haft. The grape is the mu*icatd, and the rich quality of tlie 
Wine b in part owing to the lituation ^nd k>il» and partly 
%d the cafe taken in the manufudure. No fniit but (iica 
ns '%$ Ml ripe, no Aaksere fiift'ered to go under tlie piefs: pre* 
cautions (eldom taken by the o'her iiirmers of the Cape. 

Tlie principal wild animaN to be met with near the Cap^ 
ere wolves, hyxnas, and various kinds of antelopes, among 
which are lh<>(e called by the Dutch t!ie fpring4>uk« the 
gemnboke, and the greisbo'ke, the ibrm<r of which is remark- 
able for iti agility, whence it derives its ncme : according to 
ttw nooounts of the pea&iits they lumetimes ^';o in herds to 
the amount of ten thoufand in number. Mme inland are 
lMNM,tygeft,biiflatoes, elephants, and ii) the rivers hippopotaQif* 
CilM b^ the Dutch fea-cows. The horles of the Cape are 
not indigenous, but were tirA introduced from Java, anil fince 
tiMt, el different timet, from various parts of the world. 
The heavy draught work of the colony is chiefly performed 
by o%/tn» The Cape ox is di/linguiflicd by hit loi^g le|;i^

Cape-town« the et^ltai of thii colony, ii ^mbiMf 
fiiuate at the head of Table*bay, on a Hoping ^Uifi thai 
rifet with an nfy ascent to the feet of the MvilVhill^ 
the Tablc-mountaitfi, atxl the LionVhcwi be^bte^oietitiaiMMf. 
The town, confitlii^ of about 1 100 hotifen, built miih regiH

Many of the flreetfl are open and airj, witfi Canals of vraler 
funding through them, ivaiicd ih, and planted on 4teii fide 
with ^8 ; olherti are narrow and ill'^vitd.
